At a conference of field.^enH.p'f7.the Federal Eniploymenl 


Service in Washington a'fe',wd;i'ys.Jigp"it' was announced that 
Ihere is a shortage of pne-milliprv'unskilled workers in the 
country and (hat the reserve of skilled workers is exhausted.' 
For-lhis reason further curtailment of iioii-esseiilial industries 
is considered necessary, by fhose.who have been studying the 
situation. It was said that coplelioii of important war projects 
for the army and. navy is being delayed by .(he labor shortage 
and thai the only way to secufeMhe uecessaYy labor is to.cur- 
tail what are commonly known as non-essential industries.1.''1; 


.There lias been more or less'of.'-tins talg for some time, but 


a difficult question to settle is what constitutes a non-essential 
industry. , At this conference a listof industries was presented 
which the fie Id'.agents consider non-essential, but the public 
will be likely, to take a different'view of .the matter, iu some 
particulars at least." .In the list;.we find such things as .the. 
cleaning, repairing and delivery of pleasure cars; aiifp trucks, 
except (hose engaged in'.haiiling^fuel 6r;doing government 
work;-teaming except for war wpfk^th^nianufacture of cigars 
and tobacco; cleaning, dyeing and clothing establishments; 
builders and contractors not engaged in the erection of build- 
ings for war purposes, etc.

II is nonsense to talk about stopping or seriously curtailing 


such industries^ as these. V'n view, of -the. needs of the soldiers, 
(p say notriing;'abouf other people, this would be a poor time 
to close the -tobacco factories. 'To say there should be no

.war workjs preposterous... Such curtailment would cripple;' 
if not .kill, practically every industry in the land outside of the 
war industries, and is npt>to be seriously considered for a mo,- 
ment.

.prevent Vbu.ikier or contractor from doing anything but war
